Commenting upon the recklessness 
with which’ legislation is regularly 
passed in the short sessions, Repre- 
senative Taylor of Colorado 
the “deliberate judgment.” based 
upon eighteen years of experience in 
the House, that “60 per cent of ail 
the illy considered legislation and 
75 per cent cf all the bad legislation 
that is passed by the American Con- 
gress is passed ‘uring the ‘lame-duck’ 
session of each Congress.” 


SENATE SITUATION 
Except as the cloture rule may be 
invoked to compel a vote on particu- 
lar pieces of legislation, the Senate 
must legislate in the closing weeks of 
the short session practically by 


unanimous consent. The objecticn 
of one Senator, or the display of a 
disposition to employ obstructive tac- 
tics, which would result in the fal- 
ure of other measures, often is suffi- 
cient to compel the abandonment of 
important general legislation by Sen- 
ate leaders in this period. During 
the final days of the session. even 
the cloture rule, with its allowance 
of one hour of debate to each Sena- 
tor and fifteen minutes of debate on 
each amendment, will not secure 
final action if all opportunities for 
obstruction are skilfully employed by 
a filbustering minority. 

Obstructionist tactics may be used 
positively as well as negatively in the 
short session. Not only may meas- 


deten ted. but legislative items opposed 
by the majority may be forced into 
appropriation bills as the price of 
their final enactment. In 1913 Senat- 
or Stone of Missouri forced an appro- 
pirat ion of same $50,000,000 for pub- 
lic buildings in St. Louis into an ap- 
propriation bill, after a point of or- 
der had been made against it, 
talking for an hour at a night ses- 
sion in ite support and threatening 
to continue indefinitely. Senator 
Tillman of South Carolina in 1908 
forced the Senate to restore an item 
for “the payment of certain war 
claims to his State which had been 
eliminated by the conference com- 
mittee on an urgent deficiency bill, 
by threatening to read ballads to the 
Senate until the session ended.

%S ANGELES is gifted 
with many remarkable 
places of interest and 
peopse with truly remarkable hie- 
tories. 

Take for example the story of 
a little old lady who lives at the 
home for aged women maintained 
by the Women's Christian Tem- 
perance Unidn at 215 South Ave 
nue 57. 

Her name is Dr. Harriet W. 
Carman and she is ninety years 
of age. She has the distinction 
of being the fifst womea, beside 
the long dead but nevertheless 
famous Dr. Mary Walker, to re 
ceive a diploma to practice med! 
cine in Great Britain. Dr. Car- 
man is the oldest living doctor 
of her sex in the world. She also 
was the first woman in the 
United States to receive a license 
to engage in the pursuit of medi- 
cal science. 

This modest old lady bas lived 
here for twenty-seven years and 
asserts that only because of the 
beneficial living conditions which 
she found when she came looking 
for bealthful surrounding suitable 
to her none-too strong general 
physical condition at that time 
was she able to survive to this 
day. 

Exactly how Dr. Carman be 
came a doctor in a day and age 
when young girls were prohibited 
especially in the Old World from 
even thinking of a professional 
calling makes as interesting « 
tale as bas been related in many 
moons along similar lines. 

Wo all get a certain sort of in- 
spiration by lending an ear to the 
exploita that were necessary and 
the instruments fate used in 
creating a master of finance but 
the struggles of a stripling girl to 
become a physician in the face 
of sex prejudice and every con- 
ceivable obstacle from poor 
health to limited family means 
and downright convention merits 
a brief play of the spotlight at 
any rate. 

“I became a physician after my 
poor father who had lain op @ 
sick bed for more than twenty 
years called me to hia bedside 
in bis last hour on earth and 
urded me to carry on the wish 


of our family for generations—to 
have a medical “man” in the 
pages of the book of the family 
tree. In this simple way Or. 
Carman in her own words tells 
the story of how she started on 
“the long uphill fight which ts 
topped eventually by an apex of 
rul success. Let her tell more 
of it. 

“I was born in 1837. Asa girl 
I was considered frail and my 
mother sent me to a seminary on 
the outskirts of London. In many 
ways this seminary was 46 
severe and the rules as rigid as 
many convents in those days. 
But when my father was dying 
he sent for me and clutching me 
close to his breast said: ‘Harriet 
I bave but a few hours longer to 
live. I have given what money I 
possessed and the health that 
was once mine on the altar of « 
struggle for a physician's license. 
I failed. You are a mere girl. I 
have faith in you. Take the 
torch and my faith in you and 
carry on. 


Shingle Hung Out in War 

During the worst part of the 
Civil War a newly licensed 
physician hung out a shingle. 
That was in Cleveland. It was 
none other than Dr. Carman, who 
had at last fulfilled her dying 
father’s wish. She was at that 
time the only other living woman 


„doctor in the world and the only 


one in the entire United States. 

By a peculiar twist of fate Wr. 
Carman as a girl barely out of 
her teens was given the opportu- 
nity to come to the United States 
as the guest of a dear friend of 
ber family. A doctor aboard 3 
sailing vessel traveling between 
the States and the British isles 
was the friend in question, His 
wife was to accompany him on 
this voyage and as a companion 
for her he had persuaded the 
youthful Carman girl! to go along. 

The voyage lasted almost a 
month and when the ship finally 
reached the harbor of New York 
the doctor was disgusted with 
life at sen and made arrange 
ments to go to Quincy, Mich. He 
took roung Harriet Carman along 
with hie wife.

It was not until the Queen 
came that I received my compo 
sure to remain and not run away 
and hide my face forever from 
the world. 


Darling.“ said the Queen. 
Myself and every woman in the 
world is proud of you! That was 
all she said and then she began 
to weep.

Because of the stubborn preja- 
dice against all women in out- 
side endeavors kindred to men's 


occupations manifest in the 
British Isles and virtually the 
whole world Dr. Carman was 
force.. to call upon der sister 
Mary for assistance. The two 
young women opened up a drug 
store near Trafalgar Square, Lon- 
don, and ran this store for sev- 
eral. years. Then came the urge 
to go to America and engage in 
her chosen profession. This urge 
was instigated by a letter re 
‘sived from the dean of the 
Yleveland Medical College. A 
request was made that Dr. Car 
man, of whom they had heard, 
visit their institution. 

“I returned to this country 
which I dearly love because of its 
opportunities—in 1874 Going to 
Cleveland and studying the 
American requirements I. within 
time, received my American d, 
ploma to practice medicine. I was 
treated with all the considera- 
tion a woman could want but 1 
did not particularly like Cleve 
land. I bad beard of California. 

“My sister, who by the way has 
been my most valuable assistant 
for many years, and I started in 
an old covered wagon to take an 
Indian trai] to California.” Be 
fore Dr. Carman went on she 
pointed to a little old lady who it 
was learned is but two years 
younger but equally as alert as 
herself.

“But I finally received reluct- 
ant permission and after the 
blaze was officially awarded «a 
solid gold medal for what was 
characterized as ‘supreme valor.“ 

Then Dr. Carman went on to 
tell of how she finally reached 
California and saw Los Angeles 
and almost passed by thinking it 
was merely a few houses grouped 
around a mesa. Some inward urge 
prompted Dr. Carman to stop, she 
declares. 

She has lived here ever since 
and has engaged in the practice 
of medicine, thus giving the city 
of Los Angeles and the State of 
California the unique distinction 
of having within fts boundaries 
the oldest and frst woman doctor 
to have received official recognt 
tio from reputable medical aw 
thorities as a regularly licensed 
physician. 

And it was less than three 
years ago that Dr. Carman was 
forced to abandon der profession 
which she has followed these 
many years. it was not even her 
fault and she tells of how an ut 
identified ruffian rudely knocked 
her down while she was crossing 
a downtown street. Her hip was 
fractured and she was stricken 
blind. But I am still living.” 
Dr. Carman cheerfully concluded.

A balance between the two is neces- 
gary. 

While the faithful reproduction of 
music is essentially a problem of 
audio system design, the arrangement 
of the entire receiver has also a great 
deal to do with it. Especially is this 
true in multi-stage receivers, that is, 
receivers using more than two stages 
of radio frequency amplification. To 
effect real efficiency in this type of 
receiver some means must be em- 
ployed to prevent interstage coupling 
and magnetic currents from destroy- 
ing stability and causing regenera-

In 1843 a chubby nine-months-old 
baby arrived tn America, escorted by 
her Irish father and her Scotch 
mother.

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All He Wanted Was a Stable of Arabians! 


Middle-West Lad With Fancy Tastes in Horshflesh Outdoes Fiction by 
Making a Fortune and Cratifying Boyish Wishes— Will Breed 
Desert Stock on Wonderful Southland Estate. 

By ROBERT r. LYANS 


Wen W. H. Kellogg was a small boy 


living in his home town of Battle 

Creek, Mich., the family pet was not a 
dog or a cat but a horse. His earliest recol- 
lection, Mr. Kellogg says. is of that horse, 
which, it seems, enjoyed considerable local 
distinction because it was of Arabian blood. 
The steed spelled romance to his young fan- 
cy and when, after a number of years, it was 
sold, a broken-hearted lad clenched his fists 
and vowed that if he over “got rich” he was 
going to have horses of his own, and every 
one of them was going to be an Arabian. 


That would have been as far as it would 
have gone in the life of the average lad. 
Boys have their little tragedies and their 
dreams, make mighty, boyish resolves—and 
then grow up to laugh about them. But this 


Michigan boy didn’t forget his loss for years 


and clung right to his resolve. There are 
those who say if you wish hard enough for 
a thing you'll get it, but it will have to be 
admitted that a stable of Arabian horses 
is some order. That’s what makes this 
true story about the Battle Creek boy 
such a good one. He “got rich.” And 
now has his Arabians, wonderful animals, 
of the splendid desert stock. He has «a 
wonderful estate on which to keep them. 


And he says he is getting all the thrill out 


of them he dreamed he would. 


Mr. Kellogg's Arabian stud, one of three 
great establishments of its kind in the Unit- 


Bar Ranch at Spadra, not far from his Po- 
mona holding, and had also made an impor- 
tation from the famous Crabbet stud of En- 
gland, which is considered one of the best 
sources of supply for Arab blood outside of 
the native desert home of the breed. He 
now has thirty-five head, all registered in 
the American Arabian Horse Club, those of 
the Crabbet stud being also registered in the 
famous Jockey Club. 


Although Mr. Kellogg modestly says he is 
not a horseman, technically speaking,” he 
is a true lover of horse flesh. He declares 
he is propagating the best horses that can 
be produced of the Arab breed, not to make 
money but to aid in improving the light 
horse stock ot the country by furnishing 


- a 
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ed States, is on his splendid ranch in the 
hills near Pomona, a holding of four hundred 
acres that he is developing as one of th 
show places of Southern California. Just to 
show how his horses monopolize the owner's 
affection, it is only necessary to point out 
that he calls a property which embraces a 
number of farming enterprises and which, 
by virtue of its beautiful architectural and 
landscaping treatment, could fittingly come 
under the classification of “gentleman's 
country estate” and boast a politely euphon- 
fous name, the “Kellogg Arabian Horse 
Ranch.” 

“Kellogg?” muses the reader to whom the 
knowledge of the former Middle Western- 
er's development activities in the South- 
land is hereby being imparted for the first 
time—“W. K. Kellogg? Battle Creek? That 
sounds familiar.” Right. 

Three years ago the breakfast food man- 
ufaceturer, for ‘tis he, and no other, was 
stopping for awhile at Palm Springs, on 
one of his periodical visits to the land of 
sunshine, taking long horseback rides and 
absorbing large quantities of desert ozone. 
On one of his excursions he visited the fine 
Arabian horse stud established in the desert 
near Indio by the late Ghauncey D. Clarke. 
Mr. Clarke, a former Chicagoan, had con- 
cetved the idea of creating a great breeding 
establishment for Arabians in their natura! 
environment, the desert, and had acquired 
some very fine stock, mostly purchased 
from Peter Bradley of Hingham, Mass. Mr. 
Kellogg found in Mr Clarke a man with 
whom he could talk Arabians by the hour 
and some months later when the latter's 
health began to fall, was able to start his 
long-dreamed-of venture by the outright pur- 
chase of the wonderful Indio stable. 

DREAM COMES TRUB 

By another year he had acquired several 
fine Arabians remaining from a stud estab 
lished a few years before on the Diamond 


suitable localities with pure-bred Arabian 
stallions. Some of these, he expects, will 
be made use of by the United States gov- 
ernment in breeding cavalry horses. Within 
a few months he intends to send H. H. 
Reese, the manager of the stud, to Europe to 
secure additional and even better stock, if 
the same are obtainable. Mr. Reese was 
graduated in 1908 from Purdue University, 
where he specialized in horse husbandry. 
An experienced horseman, he was connect- 
ed for some time with the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture at Washington and 
with the United States Experiment Station 
at Beltsville, Maryland, later being put m 
charge of army horse-breeding work con- 
ducted by the Department in Virginia and 
West Virginia. Still later, he was made su- 
perintendent of the United States. Morgan 
Horse Farm, Middlebury, Vt., leaving 
this position on January 1, this year, to be- 


come er of the Kellogg Arabian Horse 
Ranch. still holds an appointment as 
“collaborator” with the United States De- 


partment of Agriculture. 
The Hingham stud which supplied the 


Clarke stud with the horses recently pur 
chased by Mr. Kellogg, was according to Mr. 
Reese, founded on the blood imported from 
the desert of Arabia by the late Homer Dav- 
enport. The horses imported direct from 
the Crabbet stud, he says, carry some of the 
choicest blood in the country, that famous 
nursery having enjoyed an enviable reputa- 
tion in Arabian horse circles.” It was foun’- 
ed by Lady Anne Blunt, who, with her hus- 


band, made two pilgrimages to the home of . 


the Arab, living for some time with various 
Bedouin tribes. It is said that the Arabs de- 
cline, on religious grounds, to sell their 
mares; consequently, most of the horses 
leaving the desert have been stallions. Be- 
cause of intimate acquaintance made with 
the Bedouins, however, the Blunts were 
able to secure a few choice mares to form 
the foundation of the present Crabbet stud. 


THE ARABIAN AT HOME 


The pure Arabian horse is said to be 
found at its best in Arabia proper and ino 
the Syrian. desert, and is perhaps found in 
gr@atest perfection along the Euphrates Riv- 
er. The Shamar Bedouin tribes dwell of 
the eastern shore and the Anazeh Bedouins 
on the western shore of this river, the lat 
ter circling the desert in their annual pil- 
grimages from the summer pastures near 
Aleppo in the north to Neid in the south ia 
winter. This swinging pilgrimage is said

Sweet Desert Grapefruit Bringing New 
Citrus Laurels to California 


By W. A. 


RAWLEY.— With the close of the grape- 
fruit season, at least in so far as “Ex- 
change” shipments are concerned, 

comes the often repeated question: What 
about the future of grapefruit in Imperial 
Valley? It is a question the answer to 
which holds much of interest to the val- 
ley’s progressive land owners, for just now 
conditions in the industry are very satisfac- 
tory. 

Until this year grapefruit growers in the 
North End have sold on a hit-and-miss 
basis, though several years ago a number 
in the south end ot the valley joined toge 
er and agreed to sell their fruit through 
American Fruit Company, retaining, how- 
ever, their already well-established brand of 
Barbara Worth. This winter the growers 
about Brawley formed an association and 
joined the California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change, thus being enabled to market their 
best fruit under the Sunkist label. This 
one movement alone, has done much to 
stabilize the position of grapefruit in the 
valley. Seventeen cars were shipped under 
the management of Thomas Barnes, an old 
hand at the packing industry, who saw to it 
that nothing but fruit of the highest class 
was shipped in order to establish once and 
for all an excellent name for two new 
brands—-Royal Gems and Crown. The 
name of the brand, together with “Imperial 
Valley.” was stamped on each individual 
fruit. As a result of the high quality of this 
fruit, the main exchange purchased two 
cars of it outright to be shipped to Liver- 
pool in an attempt to opén up a market 
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there. Three other cars ‘were shipped to 
Vancouver, B. C. 

The question which seems most to agitate 
the minds of those interested in grapefruit, 
is how many acres can be profitably market- 
ed. At present there are about 1038 acres 
in bearing, and that many more nonbearing 
in Imperial Valley, while plans are being 
made for many more acres to be planted this 
spring. Some uneasiness is felt about 
petition from Florida, which has had a prac- 
tically unchallenged market for so many 
years, and which even ships the fruit to the 
northwest at so low a price, that she be- 


comes a rival close at hand. The Florida 


fruit is debarred from California because of 
the numerous pests which beset her crops 
and that necessary precaution serves to pro- 
tect the Imperial growers in the Golden 
State markets. Much this same problem 
was faced by the orange growers years ago 
throughout all Southern California—Florida 
was a competitor. A cry went up about 
overproduction. California oranges have a 
stronger footing today than ever. Persist- 
ent advertising, high quality standards and 
a close watching of market conditions have 
turned the trick for oranges, and in all prob- 
ability will do the same thing for grapefruit. 
ROOM FOR EDUCATION 

The people of the country have not as yet 
been sufficiently educated to the use of 
grapefruit for the simple reason that there 
never has been enough thoroughly good 
grapefruit to be had. The desert-crown 
grapefruit of Imperial Valley, to

Although primarily a seddler, the 
horse has been plentifully used for centuries 
in molding other prominent types of horse 
flesh. In fact, most of the lighter breeds 
and some draft types owe much of their 
merit to the true oriental horse, a group 
comprised of Arabians, Turks and Barba, 
with the Arabian undoubtedly playing the 
strongest part in the development of our 
Particularly is this true 
of the thoroughbred, the oldest of our mod 
ern breeds of light horses, and the first to 
be improved by strong crosses of oriental 
blood. This blood undoubtedly has made 
the thoroughbred the king of the turf for 
more than three centuries. 


Among the important oriental sires used 
in founding the thoroughbred were the 
Darley Arabian, a pure-bred Anazeh import- 
ed in 1706; the Byerly Turk, imported in 
1689, and the Godolphin Barb, imported in 
1724. The famous horse, Eclipse, was a di- 
rect descendant of the Darley Arabian. as 
was Blaze, the foundation of the Hackney 
breed, and Imported Messenger, the foun- 
dation American trotter sire. Justin Mor- 
gan, the real foundation of the true type 
Morgan, and sharing honors with Imp. Mes- 
senger, is said to be a direct descendant of 
Godolphin Barb. Some writers believe that 
the Arabian came from Mesopotamia, while 
others hold that this great breed originated 
at Nejd. Notwithstanding all controversy, 
the Arabian horse has been recognized as a 
very superior breed since biblical times, 
history recording similar types as being un-

TO AID POULTRYMEN 


SAN BERNARDINO.—A new farm 
reau poultry management project, in which 
the college of agriculture, the United States 
Department of Agriculture, the States Rela- 
tions Service and the Board of Supervisors 
are co-operating, is announced for San Ber- 
nardino county by A. L. Campbell, assistant 
farm adviser. The object of the plan is to 
train poultrymen in the keeping of records 
of production costs and receipts, that they 
may be better able to analyze their business 
operations. It is also expected that the 
poultrymen, as the result of the project, will 
be able to obtain accurate data, under farm 
conditions, on the cost of producing eggs 
and fowl. Charts on which the data will be

No immediate change 
in the management is contemplated, and 
Frank F. and Harry B. Chase, sons of the 
founder, will remain in control until July, 
1928. Included in the transfer will be 750 
acres of citrus groves, chiefly in the High- 
grove district, a packing-house and other 
property. It is said that the consideration 
is to be close to $1,000,000. 


PLANT MANY SPUDS 
NUEVO.—Many ranchers in the Lake. 
view-Nuevo district have planted potatoes 
this season. John Trail, George Tinker, 
Harry Hagen, J. Salkeld, Ben Archibeck 
and others have planted from five to thirty 
acres each to spuds.

FROST DANGER PAST 

REDLANDS.—A. W. Cook, who has been 
in charge of the frost protection work for 
the orange growers here for the past four 
months, has gone to the State of Washing- 
ton to work in the apple orchards. His 
records show that there was but one dan- 
ger period here this season. It came in 
December and for several nights the grow- 
ers had to light their heaters. 

NO PRODUCTION LOSS 

HOLTVILLE.—At a recent meeting of 
dairy interests here, it was stated that there 
are at present 4000 fewer dairy cows in the 
Imperial Valley than there were a year ago, 
but that in spite of the reduction in num- 
bers, there has been no loss in production. 
This condition is credited to cow-testing 
work. An effort is being made by the _unt- 
versity extension service, backed up by the 
various chambers of commerce in the Im 
perial Valley towns, to increase the general 
interest in dairying throughtout the valley.

Official reports of carlot movements of 
vegetables and fruits for the calendar year 
1926 showed that California led all other 
states in number of cars of the following 
vegetables. Asparagus, artichokes, canta- 
loupes, caulifiower, celery, lettuce, misce!l- 
laneous melons and tomatoes.

The 
Golden State stood first in total shipments 
of vegetables, of fresh deciduous fruits, of 
dried deciduous fruits and of citrus fruits.

During the inet 
owe years of his high school course he made 
most of his expenses by working before and 
after school and on Saturdays in a. local 
hatchery. He raised a few pullets and sold 


them “on the side,” so that when he gradu- 


ated he had a small amount of money as a 
“starter” in the poultry business. 


For two years he continued to work for 


the hatchery, and at the end of that time 
he leased the establishment, starting off 
with an incubator capacity of 12,000 eggs. 
At first he tried operating his own breeding 
flocks but he soon came to the conclusion 
that commercial hatching required all his 
time and attention, so he sold the breeding 
flocks and increased his incubator capacity 
to 13,000 eggs. The following year he in- 
creased it again, up to 20,000 eggs. 

Last fall Mr. Zoraster gave up his lease 
on tle hatchery and bought a place of his 
own in West Van Nuys. He built a new 
building and put in new equipment, start- 
ing with an incubator capacity of 26,000 
eges. He has breeding flocks under 
tract, chiefly of White Leghorns, and all 
headed by high-producing males. He states 
that about 20 per cent of his contracted 
flocks are of Rhode Island Reds, White Ply- 
mouth Rocks and Light Brahmas, supplying 
a demand smaller than that for Leghorn 
chicks, but nevertheless very active. 

Mr. Zoraster says that during the first six 
months of his work with his leased hatch- 
ery he sold only 3000 chicks, but that by the 
end of a yedr he was turning out from 1500 
to 2000 chicks a week. The highest point 
in his second year was reached with 3600 
chicks in a week. Now he is turning out 
from 4000 to 5000 chicks a week. 


During the slack season he does some cus- 


tom hatching, but when the season is at its 
height he has not the incubator capacity for

San Fernando Pen Is 
Still in Lead 


SANTA CRUZ.—At the close of the fourth 
month of the California Farm Bureau ess 


_ laying contest here, the pen of the Califor- 


nia White Leghorn Breeding Farm, San Fer- 
nando, is still far in the lead of its nearest 
competitor, with 903 eggs to its credit. The 
pen nearest to it is that of the Russell Trap 
nest Farm, Santa Cruz., with 807 eggs. The 
pen of Charles Kolb, Monterey, is third with 
a production of 800 eggs. These records 
have all been made by pens of White Leg 
horns. 

For the Month of February, the White 
Leghorn pen of the Dryden Poultry Farm, 
Concord, led all entries, with a produc 
tion of 244 eggs, the San Fernando pen be- 
ing second for the month with 242 eggs. 
The best Rhode Island Red pen for the 
month was that of Enoch Craws, Santa 
Cruz, with a production of 229 eggs. In the 
heavy class, the Live Oak Poultry Ranch 
pen of Australorps, of Burbank, leads for 
the four-month period with 633 eggs, but 
for February the White Wyandotte pen of 
J. W. Atkinson, San Jose, stood first in the 
heavy division with 195 eggs. 

When. it comes to individual performances, 
two of the Australorps tie for first place for 
the four months, and lead all divisions with 
106 eggs each. The California White Leg- 
horn Breeding Farm has the next high in- 
dividual, which has laid 102 eggs. During 
February a Leghorn of the Collins Trapnest 
Farm, Santa Cruz, and two of the Dryden 
hens laid twenty-seven eggs apiece; ten 
others, all Leghorns, laid twenty-six eggs 
each. A Red hen of the entry of the Covey 
Red Ranch, Toppenish, Wash., and four 
others in that division laid twenty-six eggs 
each. An Austrolorp of the pen of Edward 
Phipps, Fillmore, laid twenty-seven eggs 
during February, and five other hens in the 
heavy division laid twenty-six eggs during 
the month.

A “Flying Start.” 
This Imperial r tree is not yet 


in the very markets of the Hast that today 
hardly know grapefruit is grown anywhere 
but Florida. Citrus culture made Southern 
California and it may easily write a new hie 
tory for the desert. 

The genuine excellence of Imperial Val- 
ley grapefruit is, of course, the basis of this 
optimism. It now brings a premium on the 
market above its near-at-hand competitor, 
th® Arizona fruit. Production is the next 
question, and here again the situation would 
seem to be satisfactory and trees in the val 
ley grow more rapidly than on the coast and 
at three years an orchard will begin to bear 
a small amount of fruit. The fourth year 
puts it into the commercial class. 


THE COST QUESTION 


Costs come next. Land suitable for 
grapefruit sells for from $200 to $400 an acre 
as against $1000 or more on the coast. This 
means good, well-located land under irriga- 
tion, land leveled, already in crops. Trees 
for years have run between 75 cents and 
$1.25 in cost. The initial expenses, then, 
may be kept at a reasonably low level. 


Upkeep cost is likewise reasonable as 
such costs go in California. All land is un- 
der the Imperial Irrigation District, which 
furnishes water on payment by the grow- 
ers of a tax that is low enough to make 
this expense comparatively easy on the or- 
chardist. So far the common coast pests 
are unknown in Imperial Valley, which, for 
the present at least eliminates all expense 
of fumigation or spraying. Young trees are 
wrapped in corn stalks the first two winters 
after which protection ends. No orchard 
heaters are in use in the valley. These 
things cut citrus expenditures considerably 
below the absolutely necessary costs on the 
coast and constitute a factor to be taken in 
to consideration by anyone pondering the 
possibilities of grapefruit here. 

Even fertilization is not extensively prac- 
ticed. Pioneers considered it unnecessary 
and continue even with large trees to do 
without it. Younger blood with coast train- 
ing has a feeling that trees will be enough 
better off with light fertilization to pay for 
the cost. Certainly it is not a common 
practice as yet. : 

With these satisfactory conditions sur 
rounding it, the grapefruit industry gives 
promise of becoming a major crop business 
in Imperial Valley. Putting the market on 
a better and more substantial basis is re 
garded by progressive growers as merely 
taking advantage of special conditions and 
2 more or less “natural” to the 
valley. 
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Real Sub-Soiling 
There is a difference between 
and deep plowing, although the two proe- 
esses are frequently confused. Deep plow- 
ing brings to the surface material from be- 
low ordinary plowing depths, while sub-soll- 
ing is the loosening of the hard pan with- 
out bringing any of the new dirt to the surf- 
ace. The advantages derived from sub-soil- 
ing consist in allowing a penetration of 
moisture, air and plant roots down below the 
old soil that has been used over and over. 
The soil brought to the surface by deep 
plowing is apt to require considerable 
weathering before it is productive, ac 
cording to the research department of the 
National Association of Farm Equipment 
Manufacturers.

budding beekeeper has discovered, after a 
week of rain or fog, that his bees, which 
seemed so lively before, have either swarmed 
out or are all dead. This is because they 
were starved. If the sun shines, the bees 
will be able to find sufficient food, but if it 
is dark and rainy, they should be fed. One 
need not worry about swarming until about 
Easter, and if the bees have plenty of room 
= good queens, they seldom swarm even 
n. 

The beekeeper who expects a large crop 
of honey will see ch it that the swarms are 
given two-story houses. Just before the or- 
ange trees come into full bloom they should 
be given one full-sized super of drawn 
combs. After they have had that for a few 
days, the super may be lifted and another 
placed under it. The nectar from orange 
blossoms is very thin and it is brought in 
by the bees very rapidly. If they have plen 
ty of storage room they will it out, 
and thus expose more surface. evapo.

If the beekeeper has no empty cases hd 
is obliged to use foundation. If he finds a 
few combs of honey iu the second story of 
the hive, they may be taken out and frames 
containing full sheets of foundation put in. 
The honey may be put in the super, alter. 
nating with foundation frames as far as pos 
sible. This draws the young bees into the 
super and they begin work on the founda. 
tion immediately. As soon as this super is 
nicely drawn and the bees have commenced 
to fill it, another should be added. This 
prevents crowding which is apt to result in 
swarming. 

Give the bees free entrance and egress. 
but do not open the hive at the top. Unless 
the weather turns extremely hot, the bees 
will be all right during April. Lifting the 
top is apt to reduce the honey crop. 


Grasse and weeds should be removed from 
the entrance of the hive. Bees like to fly 
close to the entrance before they alight. A 
heavily laden bee files as close to the en. 


trance as possible, probably because flying 
is easier than walking.

Wallace Sullivan, county farm 
adviser then, and still serving Kings coun- 
ty in that capacity, was active in the early 
work of organization. 

During the seven years, up to the first of 
the present year, it is stated that 329,764 
hogs, bringing $7,031,373, have been sold in 
the San Joaquin Valley in these co-opera- 
tive auction sales. Last year was an espe: 
cielly good year for hog raisers and 126 hog 
men of the valley consigned animals during 
1926. The consignors unite in saying that 
they believe these auctions have secured 
them better prices than they would have re- 
ceived without them.

The five greatest families of Arabians are 
called the Khamsah. One, the Keheilan 
Ajus, mostly bays and noted for great speed, 
resembles the Thoroughbred, the Darley 
Arabian being a Keheilan of the sub-family 
called Ras-el-Fadawi. The Seglawi family 
runs mostly to chestnuts and bays, its fay- 
orite branch being the Seglawi Jedrans. The 
Hamdani family is mostly of grays, with some 
browns-and chestnuts, the Hamdani Simri, its 
most noted strain, being reported to be quite 
rare on the Syrian Desert. The Abeyan 
family, mostly bays, chestnuts and grays, is 
noted for its handsomeness and is pos- 
sessed of great endurance. The Abeyan 
Sherrack in particular is esteemed for this 
reason. The Hadban family is dark brown 
and bay, the favorite branch being the Had- 
ban Enzekhi. Besides these five families 
there is said to be at least sixteen others, al- 
though none of them perhaps are esteemed 
so highly or at least so generally as the ones 
mentioned. 

The Arabian horse is both gentle and af- 
fectionate, yet is notably fearless, this lat- 
ter trait being particularly noticeable in the 
young colts. Other distinguishing charac- 
teristics are the arched neck and highly- 
carried tail, the intelligent eye, the well-de- 
veloped throat, which is loose and pliable, 
imparting great enduranee; the short back, 
the excellent feet, and a peculiarly dished 
forehead or “jibbah,” as the Bedouins call 
it 


Good Records Made for 
Shortest Month 


The Los Angeles Counfy Farm Bureau 
Cow-Testing Association includes 9263 ant 
mals, and during February, 7808 of them 
were tested by the six “testers employed. 
During the short month of the year, 1809 
cows produced forty pounds of butter fat or 
more, and the average production of the en- 
tire number of cows on test was 27.2 pounds 
of butter fat. 


The highest producing pure-bred heifer 
for the month was one owned by Adohr 
Stock Farms, Van Nuys, with 54.1 pounds of 
fat to her credit, and the highest pure-bred 
cow tested during the month was one on 
the place of A. M. Dunn, Saugus, with 98.2 
pounds of fat. The best performer among 
the grade heifers was one owned by Jake 
Van Dyke, Bellflower, with a production of 
55.3 pounds of fat, while the best grade cow, 
one belonging to Gustav Reinke, Downey, 
produced ninety-one pounds of butter fat 
during February. There were eleven Los 
Angeles county cows which produced over 
eighty pounds of butter fat during Febru- 
ary. 

The best five cows in pure-bred herds of 
thirty animals or less produced 332.3 pounds 
of fat in February in the herd of the Potten- 
ger Sanatorium, Monrovia. The best five 
cows in pure bred herds of less than thirty 
head were those of A. M. Dunn, with a Feb- 
ruary production of 362.3 pounds of fat. For 
grades, the best five cows in herds of thirty 
or less produced 339.5 pounds of fat for S. W 
Boekma, Hynes, while for herds of from 
thirty to sixty, the best five animals were 
those of J. Van De Meer, Hynes, with a pro- 
duction of 370.1 pounds of butter fat. For 
herds of from sixty to 150 animals, the five 
best cows were those of Gustav- Reinke 
with a production of 337 pounds of fat, while 
for herds of 150 animals or more, the Arden 
Dairy, El Monte stood first with its best 
five cows producing 362.6 pounds of butter 
fat during the month.

der domestication in Egypt many centuries 
Before these horses were known to exist in 
Arabia. 

The first importation of Arabian horses 
into America was made in 1765. In 18656, 
Arabians were introduced into Georgetown, 
Ky., by A. Keene Richards, and these 
horses are said to have played a strong 
part in molding our present-day Kenfucky 
saddle horses. Two stallions were present- 
ed to Gen U. 8. Grant by the Sultan of 
Turkey, and these sired many useful horses. 
The Sultan also sent some Arabians to the 
Chicago World's Fair in 1893, and later some 
of these were purchased by Peter Bradley 


In color, the Arabian may be gray. bay, 
chestnut, brown, sometimes white, but rare- 
ly black. Roan, spotted and piebald are not 
to be found in the true Arabian, although 
roan and yellow are common in the Barb 
horse. The piebalds, so often seen in cir- 
cuses, carry very little, if any, oriental 
blood. 

DISTINGUISHING QUALITIES 


In size the Arabian ranges in weight from 
900 to 1000 pounds and stands from 14.1 to 
15.2 hands high. Scientists declare that the 
pure Arabian horse differs in anatomical 
structure from the ordinary horse in having 
only five lumbar vertebrae, or twenty-three 
for the entire spinal column, wheras most 
horses have six lumbar vertebrae and twen- 
ty-four in the entire back. This enables the 
Arabian to carry up to one-third its own 
weight in gruelling marches without undue 
distress. The tail, which is carried high, is 
said to have two less vertebrae than that of 
most horses, a characteristic contributing to 
the grace and symmetry of the breed. This 
high tall carriage, an Arabian authority saß 
‘should not be confused with the artificial 
tail carriage commonly seen in the show 
ring with horses of other breeds. The lat- 
ter, it is pointed out, is a grotesque attempt 
to improve on nature, while the Arabian tail 
carriage is a natural gift. 

The denseness of bone found in the 
bian makes it possible for it to do work 
ually performed by much heavier horses. 
This somewhat small but dense bone is not 
a sign of weakness, but rather a hall mark

claimed in the recent annual report of Rich- 


ard Bard, president of the Zone Mutual Wa- 
ter Companies which were organized four 
years ago for the development of Las Posas 
Valley. Im one year, 1925, the report 
states, the entire costs of the company were 
covered by the profits from the crops grown 
on the irrigated lands. Mr. Bard says that 
“on an average, the users put 1.33 acre-feet 
of water on each acre of land irrigated. 
This cost them a total of $35.314.82 in 1925. 
In return they produced 562,690 sacks of 
beans, worth approximately $550,000, and 
135 tons of walnuts worth at least $50,000. 
Thus an investment in water of $35,000 re 
turned to the farmers of this valley $600,000. 
Or, in terms of dollars per acre, the stock 
holders spent an average of $11.11 per acre 
for water and received back a gross return 
of $190 per acre. The average yield in 
beans per acre was eighteen sacks on irrt 
gated land, and on dry land, three sacks.” 
Construction amounting to $13,794.37 tn 
cost was completed last month by the or- 
ganization. Fifty-three ranches, comprising 
over 5000 acres of land, are supplied with ir- 
rigation water by the Zone companies. 
The Las Posas Valley was originally 
Rancho Las Posas, a Spanish grant of 28,000 
acres. The Las Posas Water Company, 
which continues to function as a mutual do- 
mestic water system, was chartered in 1893. 
The present irrigation company was organ- 
ized In 1923 from the mutual water com-

Canning Peach Costs 
Are Studied 


VISALIA.—Cost of 22 studies cov- 
ering canning peaches in Tulare county have 
been completed here and are being released. 
Agi average cost of $28.97 per acre was fg 
ured for the county by W. K. Gilfillan, as- 
sistant farm adviser in charge of deciduous 
work here. The average yield per acre was 
giveh at 6.67 tons and the average mar- 
keting price at $37.75. No selection of par- 
ticular orchards was made, the orchards be- 
ing three years old or older. Studies cov- 
ered a total of twenty-two orchards in all 
sections of the county, and took in 218.4 
acres. 

As would be expected a wide variation 
was found in cost. The most economical 
production was estimated at $19 a ton, made 
on a 6year-old orchard of Lovalis and Phil- 
lip Clings in the Exeter sector. The high- 
est cost for full-bearing orchards in normal 
condition was figured at $61.14. One or-
